1. Novelty and Inventive Step 



Claims 7-8: 

Claim 7 relates to a stent for guiding location and direction for the insertion of an implant, 
comprising a plastic cast model having an occlusal surface of a predetermined portion into which the 
implant is inserted; a plastic plate having at least three metal balls and attached to said plastic 
cast model to be parallel with each other; and an implant guide hole formed on a predetermined 
position of the plastic cast model corresponding to a hole determined according to a predetermined 
algorithm. 

D1-D4 do not disclose the technical feature corresponding to the present plastic plate having at least 
three metal balls and attached to the plastic cast model to be parallel with each other, and they are 
different from the present claim 7 in the technical feature for guiding location and direction for the 
insertion of an implant. 

Due to the above difference in the technical feature, the decision of the location and direction for 
the insertion of an implant would be made more easily and exactly in the present invention than in D1- 
04. 

In addition, the stent of the present claim 7 is not considered to be easily invented from 01-04. 
Thus claim 7 of the present invention is considered novel and inventive. 



Claim 8 of the present invention defines the algorithm in claim 7 in greater detail. Therefore, claim 
8 is considered novel and inventive as well. 



2. Industrial Applicability 



Claims 7-8 of the present invention are industrially applicable in the field of medical devices. 
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
